HoiT the Poor Man is Robbed by 
" ■■ GoYernment Agents.^ 

Editor Colokist: — I am a poor man, 
have a pre-emption claim at liurrard In- 
let, which I am trying to clear in order 
to maka a living. I liavc a few improve- 
ments which I have accuinulatod bj diut 
of hard work, but very littlo money. I 
learned that I was likely to have to pay a 
Boad Tax and I saw the following notice 
in the local papers: 

PUBLIC NOTICE. 

Notice it hereby given that lists of all 
penont within tbe City and District of 
New Weatminiter who are liable to pay 
Boad Tax for tbe year 187d, can be seen 
at tb« QoTornment Agent's. Office, New 
Westminster. 

Hbdbt Y . Eduokds, 
Assessor and Oolleotor. 

You may ba sure I was not in a hurry 
to loavB my work to go to Now Westmins- 
ter to look at tho lists, expecting to see 
another nolica requiring payment 
by a certain day, or perhaps personal ap- 
plication from tho collector. I was in 
the city on some-business when the Got- 
ernment Agent' told me the taxes were 
dns, and atikod me pay ihoni; but 
I had not tho money, and did 
not like to borrow it just then. 

About a mouth afterwards I svas iu tho 
city, and wm informed that a summons 
was out against me; I went to tho Agent's 
office and tendered the money for my 
taxes and the cost of the summons, which 
he declined to receive, telling mo tliat I 
must pay for eervico of Bumtnon.t and for 
mileage; he said the mileage was five dol- 
lars and the other coats tiiree dollars and 
a quarter, but if I would pay two and a 
naif mileage and the three and a c|narter, 
ha wonid let mo off. This I declined to 
do as I had never been served with a 
summons. A few days afterwards I was 
in tlio city wliou I wua served witii a suni- 
mous a short distance from the Agetit's 
office, on wliich were six dnllnrs iiiileitg-o 
and tho throe dollars and aquarlci ctiste, 
making nine dollars and a quarter cx- 
penaes. To make a long story short, I 
attended the Court and all tbe c.xpunscs 
were voluntarily taken off by the Govern- 
ment Agent, except two dollars and twen- 
ty-five cents. 

But mark tho following facts: Thoro 
• irera thirty or forty summouses issuud to 
persons at the Inlet be.sidesmyself. There 
Is a constable at tho Inlet who would 
havo served them gladly ot one dollar 
each or less; hut our Agent lieio cronies 
his brothor-iii-law a special cuii.-itable 
and he then lacks live dollars 
for mileage on to each summons, making 
a nice little sum for his relatives as he 
vould only be out at the Inlet one or two 
days and, say, forty summonses issued 
therewould be a nice littlo two huudred 
dollars with vory littlo trouble. 

I alwnys sui)i)us(!(l tho survantfiof the 
Government were those from whom wo 
might look for tho most justice; but I 
would ask the readers of your widely cir- 
r.ulated paper what the attempt to obtain 
seven doll&rs from mo over and 
above the proper charges can bo termed, 
I do'not admit ho had any rigl.t to issue 
tho summonses without a proper notico 
of suoh intended issue; hut if they were 
necessary they should have been sent 
through the proper channel. The con- 
stable at tho Inlet would have boon well 
paid with 31 for each summons, instead 
of making a special constable of his bro- 
ther-in-law to make an excuse for liiying 
on exorbitant chargos. Many havo ptiid 
these outrageous charges and others al - 
lowed judgment to go by default. But I 
believe thos^ who paid can redover the

St. Johs's, N. p., April 11. -The Cap- 
tain of the whaling steamer Panthergives 
tho following account of his meeting with 
tu» Tigress on Friday tho 3rd inst. 

The Panther was in long. 51 deg., 15 
rain., lat. 60 deg. 12 min. north. On her 
return to St. John's she reports a steamer 
apparently moving only under sail with 
fiaga at naif-mast; wont on board aud dis- 
covered lier to bo tho steamer Tigress. 
Tho captain and chief ollicers wero on 
deck, and I was informed tliat on Thurs- 
day, April the 2ud, at 2 p. m., tho vessel 
W4S shitken all over by the torri&o explo- 
sion of her boiler, which created great 
terror and confusion as tho escaped steam 
completely enveloped every compartment 
below. In consequence all steaming fa- 
cilities had boon destroyed and they had 
then been under sail against head winds 
24 hours. . 

Wheal reached the deck of thoTigross 
a number of men were nailing together 
ciglit fine wooden boxes for the bodii's of 
tho nnf srtuustu nn.Mi who had been killed 
by accident on tho day of tho explosion. 
The weather was dreaclfuUy cold with a 
atLif breeze blowing and a heavy snrf run- 
ning, 

A. number of the men had gone below 
after thoir watch and had just turned in 
on top of the lioiler for sake of warmth;

This war sheds fresh glory on Bri- 
tish arms and Sir Garnet Wolseley 
has been written down a great General. 

Tlio following ttccount is givon of the 
entry into Cooinnssie: — 

' 'Although our men wero excessively 
fatigued by over sevonliours' lighting, 
it was dctorminod to press on to Coo- 
niassio, nnd wo reached the Ashauteo 
capital at dusk. In entering tho city 
the .saniQ order was laaintainod as has 
been ob.sorvod in our progress from 
tho Prah. The fust man actually 
within CucnnaHsie was Lord Gitl'ord, 
who lias gallantly led tho way with 
hi.s Rooula, nnd been in the tbick of 
nil tho I'lghling. He was wounded, 
nnd had to be carried into tho city. 
Xo.xt camo the irilack Wutuh, which 
has foU£,dil, so gallantly and lost ho 
lieavilv. Thoir ranks have been sadly 
thinned by tko lighting of theso last 
fow days.but they were yet in sufiicient 
force to raise a tremendously hearty 
Highlnud clionr as thny came witliiii 
the black capital. All felt that they 
were entitled to tho shout of triumph. 
Next followed tho detachment of tho 
LlHrd liegiment, after thorn the Rille 
Brigade, and finally the gallant Naval 
Brigade." 

Sir (TarnctWolseloy in his deBpatch 
and l<]nvl Kuiiiborly says: — 

"No opposiiion wiis offered to our 
entry into tho town. Wo oonnpied tiio 
tosvn. ISIr. Dawson was mot, at full 
liborty, walking ia tho streets. -I im- 
modiatoly issued stringcufc orders for 
tho protection of the iniiabitants, and 
tho safety of tho town. But night fell 
•■ilniost iininedintoly after our entrv, 
and in tho darkness it was iinpossil)lo 
to piovout somo of tUo numoroua 
cninp-foUowerB from piUngiag. The 
Fanteo prisoners had also been re- 
leased, and in all probability wore 
largely engaged in tlio samo pursuit. 
Tho result wai? tlio oulbroak of many 
firofi. Captain B:ikcr, Inspector Gen- 
oral of the Police, and sovor.al officers 
woro engaged nearly all night in the 
suppression of tho pillaging, and in 
putting out the fires. One poUoema n 



vored inunediatoly on my arrival to 
commnnieatn with tho King through 
Mr. Dawson, aud through every chan- 
nel that t^ppeared to offer an opportu- 
nity. A" chief having come 'into Coo- 
massio who was said to be sent by tho 
King, I saw him myself, and impross- 
od upon him my wish to spare the 
town, aud niy dosiro to impose on tho 
King no severer conditions than those 
ho had already accepted. Moreover I 
told this man that, now that I Lad 
shown tl«3 power of England, I was 
ready, if tho King would mako poaoe 
at once, to accoj^t a small instalment 
of tho indemnity, and not to exact the 
same previously required to bo paid in 
ready money. Other - messengers 
wero obtained ■who undertook to 
reach tho King. To these I entrusted 
tho letter dated Cooinassie, 5th Feb- 
ruary, 1874. All was, liowcvor, of no 
avail. ^The men whom I oudoavored to 
oniplyy as mosseugera, and who came 
nvowodly as envoys of the King, were 
found treacherously removing powder 
■and gold dust from the houses. The 
wholo scheme of Ashauteo jDOjitics is 
so based upon treachery, that the 
King does not either understand any 
other form of negotiation, or believe it 
possible that others can have honest 
iutonlions. Under these circumstan- 
ces, iny Lord, it became clear that a 
treaty would bo as valueless to us ns 
it was dillicult to obtain. Nothing ro- 
inaiuod.but to leavesuoh a mark of 
our powder to punish as should deter 
from future aggression a nation whom 
treaties did not bind. I liad done all 
I could to avoid the necessity, bnt it 
was forced upon me. I gavo orders 
for the destruction of tho palace and 
the burning of the city. I bad at one 
time also contemplated the destruction 
of the Bantoma, where the sacred 
ashes of former kings are entombed, 
but this would have involved a delay 
of some hours. Very heavy rain hud 
fallen. I feared that tho streams 
might have risen in my roar sufficient- 
ly to seriously delay my march. I 
considered it better, therefore, not 
to risk further the health of the troops, 
the wot weather having already threa- 
tened seriously to uOoct it. Tho de- 
molition of the placo was complete. 
From all that I :can gather, I. believe 
that the result 'will be such a diminu- 
tion in tho prestige and military power 
of tho Ashauteo monarch as may re- 
sult in the break up of the kingdom 
altogether. This I had been anxious 
to avoid, because it seems -impossiblo 
to foresee what power can take this 
nation's place among tho feeble races 
of this coast. 

"In any case, my lord, I believe that 
tho main object of my expedition has 
been perfectly secured. The territories 
of tho Gold Coast will not again bo 
trouldod by tho warlike ambition of this 
rpstlcss power, i may add, tliat the llug 
of England from this moment will bo re- 
ceived throughout Western Africa with 
respectful awe, a treatment which hasboen 
of iate years by no means its invariable 
fate among the savage tribes of this re- 
gion." 

In a second dispatch of even date lie 
refers to the expedition' undertaken by 

Capt. Butler, ho says: — 

"But so far as the interests of the ex- 
pedition under my orders aro concerned, 
dipt. Butler has not failed, bnt most suc- 
cesfully acheived the very object which' 
I had in view in detaching hiin for the 
work ho had so oheerfully and skillfully 
undertook. Ho has olVected a most im- 
portant division in favor of tho main 
liody, and has detained before him all the 
forces of one of tho most powerful Aslian- 
too chiefs. For any purijose for whicli 
energy, practical ability, high spirit, and 
much knowledge of character are recpiir- 
ed, I cannot too highly recommend (Japt, 
Butler to your lonlship's attoiitii)n. All 
theso qualities havo been, under tho most 
trying circumstancos, displayed by him 
upon the present oocasion. 

King Koll'eo's capital is a much superi- 
or town to what wo had expected to find. 
Tho King's palaco is roallj* a handsome 
building. It was found to contain a quan- 
tity of silks and a largo amount of _curi- 
ous and even valuable furnishings, all of 
which, by the Major's command, has been 
jealously guarded. In the night there 
was somo looting, and the Fantees fired 
several houses, causing immense conster- 
nation among the inhabitants who had 
remained. Everything haa been done, 
however, to keo]) our native allies within 
bounds, and somo looting Kossus iiave 
been hanged by way of example. One 
frightful drawback to the phico is the 
stench of exposed corpses which is en- 
countered in all directions, 'the scene of 
tho "Execution House," was aiiulling. 

The King nnd tho Chiefs are still in the 
bush on the north of tho town. Sir 
Garnet Wolseloy despatched n messenger 
to His Majesty rcquoatiug his attendance 
here, and a reply was sent baok immedi- 
ately, arriving in tho course of tho night, 
that the King would couio at once. His 
Hrriral to sign a treaty of peace is hourly 
expected . 

Tired as our follows were, they kept 
guard all night. I should slate that dur- 
ing tho battle at Adasi our baggago was 
left at Agiman. Wood's nnd lUisscl's ro- 
gimeiUs have already been sent back to 
Adasi, and we expect to follow to-mor- 
row. 

Wo aro somewhat short of atoros. All 
our jiosts on tho road havo been attacked, 
but nowhere with any success. The most 
serious attempt was made by a night sur- 
prise on Foomanab.wjiioh was very near- 
ly taken ; but the convalescents defended 
the hospital.and IdventuWly drove off the 
assailants.
